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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-27 and 30 are pending as amended on 6 November 2006. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Argument 

3. Applicant's argument, in the appeal brief filed 30 July 2007— particularly that US 
Patent 6,361 ,887 (Shi hereinafter) teaches a polymer having at least two repeat units, 
which would therefore require the compound taught to have greater than 12 carbocyclic 
rings, wherein the instant claims require the compound to have up to 12 carbocyclic 
rings — has been fully considered and is persuasive. 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3-6, 8-10, 12, 13, 15, 17, 18, 21, 24 and 30 under 35 
USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or in the alternative under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shi has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 25-27 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shi in view of US Patent Application Publication 2002/0027416 (Kim hereinafter) has 
been withdrawn. 
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Election/Restrictions 

4. Since no prior art was found that anticipates or renders obvious the elected 
species, the search of the Markush-type claim was extended. Further, claims 2,7,11, 
14, 16, 19, 20, 22 and 23 were rejoined and fully examined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-27 and 30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Shi teaches similar electroluminescent devices to those claimed and teaches a 

light emitting layer including an anthracene material of the structure

which repeating unit reads on the anthracene material of the instant claims; however, 
Shi teaches that the material is a polymer, which would require at least two repeating 
units and teaches molecular weights of at least twice that of the repeating unit; therefore 
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the anthracene material taught by Shi has at least 14 carbocyclic rings, which is 
distinguished from the limitation "up to 12 carbocyclic rings" of independent claim 1 .
